NOTE: The proposed amendment comprises the combination of dependent claims that were previously not 
considered in combination with one another. The proposed amendment therefore requires further consideration. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are not considered 
persuasive. In response to the applicant's argument that Hansen fails to disclose a compound bonded to the surface of superabsorbent 
particles, it is noted that such a limitation is not disclosed in the instant claims. The instant claim discloses a superabsorbent material 
containing a non-ionic compound. The superabsorbent material of Hansen is a layer comprising superabsorbent particles, a binder, and 
the non-ionic compound. Since the instant claims require only an absorbent material containing the non-ionic compound, not a 
superabsorbent polymer bonded to the non-ionic compound, Hansen fulfills the claimed limitations. 
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
